English abstract 

Purpose 

To prevent reduction in durability of cables for driving a head on a carriage, which are 
prone to being damaged due to repetitive bending as the carriage moves, and extend 
their service life. 

Constitution 

As shown in FIG. 3, a cable guide 9 is fixed to a carriage 6 mounting a print head 4. A 
cable 1 is pinched between the cable guides 9 and 10 and fixed to the carriage 6 using a 
screw 11. The cable guides 9 and 10 have cable guiding portions 9a and 10a 
respectively, which are bent to form angle 0 with respect to a direction parallel to a 
moving direction of the carriage 6 (a straight line g).
